He earned a doctorate 
in education at the University of 
Florida. 


In 1972, he was hired as a business 
instructor at FCCJ’s Kent Campus. In 
1981, Gallon advanced to dean of 
occupational adult and continuing 
education; 1984, dean of instruction; 
1986, dean of liberal arts and science; 
1989, associate vice president; and in 
1993, to campus president. 


Dr Gallon believes his vision is clear 
on the purpose of community col- 
leges and on what they should strive to 
achieve. “They should be a vanguard 
in developing a competent work force 
to improve our nation’s market,” said 
Gallon. 


Most of his time is spent on college 
activities, however, Dr. Gallon, a life- 
long bachelor, is active in his church 
and plays tennis. A reception was held 
in his honor on Sept. 19. Dr. Gallon 
was presented with a certificate, mak- 
ing him an honorary member of EFA. 
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president.
